Deputy Director: 

1. Commented on the budget exercise just completed for 
the Executive Director. .Money would almost certainly be 
tighter. How much is still a mystery. With regard to R&D

When 
the dust settles the Director will likely go for the straight 
prorated percentage cut by Directorate. The DD will be brief- 
ing the Executive Director tomorrow on S&T’s response to the 
budget cut exercise and will make it clear that a concentra- 
tion on the R&D category would mean a reorganization of the 
Agency’s whole intelligence program.
